The Medicine Cabinet 
A 
l t h o u g h 
the 
purpose 
of 
the home medicine cabinet is 
the protection of health and life, 
it frequently becomes a source of 
illness and even death. 
The 
handling of 
poisons seems 
to have ample safeguards thrown 
around it everywhere except in the 
home. 
Utmost care is used by 
the m anufacturer who m akes it. 
the physician who prescribes it and 
the druggest who dispenses it. But 
as soon as it reaches the home, the 
safeguards seem to break down. 
The box or bottle is placed in the 
medicine cabinet along with a con­ 
glomeration of other boxes, bot­ 
tles and whatnots. 
Along m ay come a child whose 
attention is attracted to the m ys­ 
terious collection, and before the 
mother or father is aware of it a 
poisonous tablet m ay have been 
swallowed. 
Even adults are not 
immune to the serious possibili­ 
ties 
of 
the 
medicine 
cabinet. 
Reaching for a harm less remedy in 
the dark, or with attention divert­ 
ed elsewhere, m ay bring fatal re­ 
sults to the man or woman doing 
the reaching. 
Many such cases 
are on record. 
The danger is a real one. 
It is 
so real that the United States pub­ 
lic health service has taken re­ 
cognition of it in a warning in 
which it declares that ti.e average 
person 
“m esses 
up 
everything 
from 
common 
baking 
soda 
to 
bichloride of mercury tablets, des­ 
pite the fact that doctors have 
issued warning about the danger 
of having poisons in the home.” 
If poisons must be kept in the 
home, the proper way, of course, is 
to seggregate them and to see that 
they are out of reach of explor­ 
ing children. 
Equal care should 
be 
taken to see that they are so 
placed that there will be no danger 
of a person m istaking them for a 
harm less remedy.

T 
H E decision of the New York 
stock exchange to move to 
New Jersey is of national inter­ 
est chiefly 
as 
emphasizing how 
harrassing taxes can become and 
how stifling to business. 
The tax situation in New’ York 
city is different 
only 
in degree 
from that which prevails in mbst 
cities and states throughout the 
nation. 
Everywhere 
exists 
the 
need for additional revenus. 
Dire 
results are predicted by officials 
charged 
with 
spending 
public 
funds 
if 
more 
money 
is 
not 
brought in. 
A m ong the new taxes decreed in 
New York city— largely a victim 
of T am m an y 
greed and corrup­ 
tion— is one of 5 per cent on gross 
revenue of security dealers and an­ 
other of four cents on each share 
of stock transferred. 
This source 
of revenue already had been tap­ 
ped by the state. 
Stock 
exchange 
officials 
re­ 
garded this increased 
burden 
as 
an unjust imposition, with the re­ 
sult that decision w as reached to 
move their 
business 
to Newark. 
New York, after all, will lose all 
of the revenue it expected to de­ 
rive from the new taxes affecting 
the exchange. A more modest levy 
m ight not have been resented and 
would have aforded the city some 
financial help. 
The 
situation 
illustrates 
the 
danger of burdening business with 
taxes on top of taxes, 
it contains 
a lesson that needs to be learned in 
nearly every governmental unit in 
the country. 
This is that, a halt 
must be made in boosting taxes. 
L ess costly governmental machin­ 
ery needs 
to be 
installed.

coupled with greater economy ef­ 
forts on the part of officials will 
bring relief.

Pimento as used for flavoring is 
an allspice obtained from the dried, 
unripe, aromatic 
berries of the 
pimento 
tree.

Spanish name for red sweet pep­ 
pers. 
The Americanized spelling 
of pimiento has become pimento 
and the terms are used almost in­ 
terchangeably in reference to the 
pepper. 
The spice is not common. 


What is Creole Corn Chowder 
and hoiv is it made? 


Creole Corn Chowder is a chow­ 
der made from fresh green corn 
or canned corn, that is about as 
thick as a puree. 
When served 
it is poured hot over crackers. 


Put i/4 cup butter in a saucepan 
and brown one chopped onion and 
two chopped green peppers from 
which the

pimento tree.
